SHORTS AND THE SUN-BACK 
ROMPER SUIT.

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N the past two or three years we have 
learnt to take the sun right into our 
everyday lives. Sun-bathing is no longer 

a ritual, but something we do as naturally as 
the morning promenade. 

This year fashion is making it easier tian 
ever to get the fullest benefit from the sun; 
for the new sun models are designed to 
serve two purposes perfectly—they are defini- 
tely not half-and-half makeshifts, as many 
of the earlier sun suits. were. 

The modern sun vogue favours shorts with 
a sun-back top, or occasionally only a bras- 
siere; and it might weli seem that nothing 
could be done to make so complete a sun cos- 
tume fitted for the more forma! occasions of 
the daily round. But one house in par. lar 
is showing how it can be done. 

Not even the most captious could find 
cause for dissatisfaction with the smoothly 
tailored line of the newest sun suits, the 
greater number of which feature perfectly 
tailored linen jackets, and buttoned wrap- 
over skirts, the neckline being finished with 
a gay little scarf or cravat. 

But on the beach or the deck it is the 
work of a moment only to transform the 
outfit into the ideal sun suit, The little 
jacket is thrown aside to reveal the sun- 
hack top; the skirt is unbuttoned, and the 
wearer steps forth clad in fully-cut, yet 
perigctly becoming shorts. 


Uncrushable. 


It is worth noting that the special lineta, 
of which the majority of these sun suits are 
made is at least as uncrushable as any other 
fabric, so it does not matter if, in the trans- 
formation, the “‘ discards’’ are crumpled. 

Probably the most notable .thing about 
these suits is the skill w'th which the pro- 
blems of the wrap-over skirt have been sur- 
mounted. There is not the slightest tendency 
for the current styles to drop, and the actual 
wrap-over fits snugly, moulding to the figure 
like any well-tailored skirt. 

Colours are gay for these sun suits—as they 
should be. A glorious combination seen cn 
one is turquoise and black. Navy is pro- 
minsnt, particularly in combination with red 
and white; while vellows, particularly in the 
new sunshine shades, are also favourites. 

Though shorts are making their first 
serious appearance this year for sunshine 
occasions, the skirt is still much in evidence, 
and some lovely sun frocks are included in 
the same collection. Mostly these are worn 
with little shoulder capes, so that the two- 
way idea is retained. 


Linen’s Popularity. 


Linen is naturally the most popular fabric, 
but some extremely: fine, light-weight jersey 
weaves are also to be seen. The linens tend 
towards solid eclours, relieved by woven-in 
designs, while the jerseys are definitely 
fancy, trellis motifs being, 
popular. : 

Ths use of shorts is not, it may be men- 
tioned in passing, confined to the true sun 
suit, Quite often they are worn with shirt 
tops, when the combination forms the ideal 
ensemble for Jounging on beach or deck, or 
for active participation in sport. For golf on 
the really hot day there is nothing more 
practical or becoming than one of these 
shorts suits.

Soap Flakes Best. 


To preserve either colours or whiteness use 
only pure mild soap; soap flakes are best. and 
the quickest, safest method of use is to dis- 


solve a quantity of the flakes in very hot water 


in the basin, then add cold water till you get 
the right temperature. s 
A second universal rule is to avoid rubbing 
and wringing as much as possible. 
Very soiled parts of garments have to be 
rubbed, but do it gently. Otherwise squeeze. 
It is worth while to invest in a suction 
washer, which, when you plunge it up and 
down, draws the soapy water through the 
garments with considerable force. This saves 
wear, both for the garments and the washer. 
_ A great deal can be done in home launder. 
ing to preserve and freshen up colours. For 
instance, you can fix the colours in cotton 
fabrics so that they will never run by this 


sugar of lead, dissolve it in a bucket of water. 
and soak the garment in this for several 


hours; then rinse twice and wash in the usual 
way. 


Shelf tor Materials. 


There should, of course, be a shelf by the 
sink or wash-tub given solely to materials for 
laundry work. It should hold a bottle each 
of vinegar, citric acid, diluted sulphuric acid 
(with a glass stopper), also some borax.

LH compiain will hardly have reason to 


complain during the coming season of 

women’s extravagance over details of 
dress. The dressmakers are displaying clothes 
trimmed with all manner of odds and ends 
generally to be found in any house. 

Pieces of string are woven into scarves or 
twisted to form belts. Even copper wire has 
found its way into the Aauté couture. Nor 
did the designer who used it for a bright 
and shiny belt, made by inter-lacing a num- 
ber of lengths, seek to conceal its origin. 
As she removed it from her coat, she an- 
nounced to all present that copper telephone 
wire had served her purpose admirably. 
Women may, however, need courage to wear 
such things. 

In the never-ending search for something 
new and exclusive the Parisian dressmaker 
has turned to toadstools in an effort to be 
original. Matching many of her smart 
ensembles, she showed me some delicate little 
boutonniéres, which, she explained, were 
made with dried fungus of the yellow variety 
so often eaten in France. She had dried 
and dyed them delicate shades of blue, beige, 
and red, using each branch as the petal of 
a flower. They were wired together with 
charming results, each being centred with a 
brightly coloured head. 

Not satisfied with such flowers to trim her 
dresses, she also used these fungi in arrang- 
ing fantastic flowers, which stand in pots 
on long silver stalks in the corners of her 
showrooms. 


No More Padded Shoulders. 


The new fashions show no padded shoulders 
or arm-hole exuberance of any sort. For 
evening, though, sleeves may bulge and puff 
till they look like the paintings of Tudor 
celebrities. 

Morning clothes are trim and workman. 
like. Woollen or silk jumpers fasten right 
up LO the throat. Severely tailored shirts of 
checked and striped materials are good with 
the tweeds which are going to be worn in 
town as well as in the country. 

Suits worn with jumpers and blouses have 
regained their lost popularity. ‘They are 
more practical, for one thing, as one can ring 
the changes more easily. Also, the jumpers 
are so exhilarating this spring that one can- 
not resist them. 

As for skirts, they are a little bit longer 
and tight where the tailor-made is concerned, 
while the more classic coats have the semi- 
fitted line and shoulders that are bereft of 
all padding.

There has been a positive outbreak of capes 
in the Paris fashions.

It 
generally has a draped collar inside a stand 
ing band of the fabric that marks the circle 
of the shoulders. 

This season the silhouette has undergone a 
thorough change—this for evening wear. 
Narrow-looking evening dresses are con 
sidered by progressive minds as funny. A 
slender woman may still keep to her long 
lines if she wishes; owing to the greater 
skill of dressmakers she is not obliged to 
wear the’ stiffeg materials that some dress- 
makers have launched’ for evening wear. 
On the other hand, she may wear yards 
and yards of wispy chiffon that cling and 
swirl as she walks, combining the new skirt 
with the slenderness of the old.

up the arms and into the body of a garment. 
This process is much quicker than it sounds:

Ordinary silks should be ironed whil just 
damp all over, and on the wrony side to 
avoid glazing.

It was believed that these 
numerous changes of the clock would 
occasion much confusion and incon- 
venience, and so, when the bill was re- 
ferred to a Select Committee of the House 
to report upon, the simple expedient was 
proposed that the clocks, by a single 
change, should be advanced one hour in 
April, and be put back one hour in 
September. Nevertheless, the bill thus 
amended-failed to pass in 1909 and 1911, 
but finally became law on May 17, 1916, 
and came into operation on the following 
Sunday, May 21, at 2 am. Other 
countries were not slow in availing them- 
selves of the measure. Germany actually 
adopted Summer Time in the same year, 
on April 30 at 11 p.m., or three weeks be- 
fore it came into operation in Great 
Britain and Ireland. This action of a 
creat hostile power may have accelerated 
the passing of the Summer Time Act in 
the British House of Commons. 


Ghe “ Green.” 


I had no longer any doubt that Spring 
had come, when I noticed a brood of baby 
ducks taking the water in Stephen 's Green 
the other morning. The park is looking 
at its best just now, and those who enjoy 
its amenities should be duly grateful to 
the City Fathers in the seventeenth cen- 
turn. who refused to allow the “ green! ”’ 
area of St. Stephen to be built over, and 
ordered that it should be left free for the 
recreation of the citizens and the grazing 
of their cattle. At that time the open 
space extended to the site now occupied 
by Mercer’s Hospital, where there was an 
isolation hospital for lepers dedicated to 
Sit. Stephen. When Grafton street was 
opened in 1708, and plots of ground in its 
immediate neighbourhood were allotted 
for building, the “ Green ” in its present 
shape was surrounded by a hedge and a 


ditch. as a result of which the four sides 


soon became popular as promenades. The 
most fashionable of these was the Beaux 
Walk on the north side, while the 
southern boundary became Leeson Walk, 
named after Joseph Leeson, Earl! of Mil- 
town. whose name still survives in Leeson 
street.. To the west was the French Walk, 
so called apparently from the number of 
people of Huguenot descent who resided 
there. The eastern side was known as the 
Monk’s Walk. An iron railing was placed 
round the Green in 1815, but it was not 
until. 1880 that the park, in its present 
form, was thrown open to the citizens by

PAGAN AND CHRISTIAN 
ANTIQUITIES. 


Mr. Frank E. Stevens, B.A., was the lec- 
turer in the College last evening, when he 
delivered one of the series of lectures in 
lrish which are being conducted here for

Mr. Stevens's subject was “‘ Pagan and 
Christian Antiquities in Lreland,’’ and he 
went on to. show that the spread of civilisa- 
tion in this country could be traced from 
the antiquarian remains that were scattered 
throughout the Jand.

INSURANCE. 


Referring to the third party compulsory 
insurance provisions of the Road Traftic Act. 
the Committee reported that consequent on a 
decision taken at a special general meeting 
oi the club deprecating the action of the 
insurance companies for increasing the 
premium rates on motor insurance by 25 per 
cent., a deputation had waited on the 
responsible Minister and suggested that some 
modification of the increased rates might be 
secured. The Minister undertook to give 
the proposals his careful consideration. Pend- 
ing further developments in this direction, 
the Committee were at present negotiating 
a special club policy, embodying a number 
of advantages not usually found in other 
policies, and affording a lower rate of 
premium than that normally obtainable, as 
well as a higher percentage of ‘‘ no claims ” 
bonus. 

The Chairman, proposing the adoption of 
the report, referred to motor driving generally, 
and said that motorists should remember that 
they 
which was a public thoroughfare. 
should give fair play to everyone on the road 
and extend courtesy to all. The new traffic 
regulations under the Road Traffic Act had 
not yet been published, but when a 


‘put into operation he hoped they would be 


rigidly enforced against the reckless motorist. 
These regulations would be for the benefit of 
motorists, and he would advise all of them 
to co-operate with. the police in seeing that 
they were enforced, as he knew they would be 
stringently enforced by the authorities. 


THE PREMIUMS. 

Referring to the question of insurance, he 
said that the insurance companies had taken 
advantage of the clauses in the Road Traffic 
Act to unduly increase the premiums to 
motorists. by 25 per cent. That was an 
exaggerated charge. 

Mr. Edgar Anderson, Chairman, Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce, seconding, referred to 
the excellent work that club, im conjunction 
with other motoring associations here, was 
doing for promoting what he might term an 
industry for the country—tourist traffic. He 
saw no reason why this country should not 
be one of the finest touring countries, on 
account of its delightful scenic beauties. He 
thought that the Government, when so en- 
deavouring to help industries, should push 
the door a littl more open to induce 
foreigners to come and see the beauties of the 
country. He welcomed the introduction of 
the traffic regulations. He had no sympathy 
for the cateless motorist. Whilst he agreed 
with what their chairman had said about the 
reckless motorist, and motorists 
venerally, he felt the same might be 
beneficially apphed to the pedal cyclists, and 
the drivers of all vehicles, all of whom should 
recognise that the road was not for then 
exclusive use. 


APPEAL TO MOTORISTS. 

He would appeal ‘to all motorists to help 
the police in the good work they would be 
doing under the regulations, in their own 
interests and in the interests of the public 
generally.

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DISCOVERING OLD 
CIVILISATIONS. 
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SCIENTISTS BUILD UP 
STORIES.

Scientists of France and the Soviet are un- 
ravelling the stories of two civilisations, one 
of which, ** Sogdiana,’’ flourished and had 
extensive powers in Central Asia over 1,200 
years ago; the other, Angkor, was a city 
situated in the heart of French Sudo-China, 
and traces of which have been discovered by 
French are heologists, 

The story of Sowdiana, a powerful empire 
which once controlled the trade routes from 
Europe to the Far East, is being unravelled 
hy Soviet experts, writes Reuter from 

They are hard at work deciphering 
72 Sogdiana manuscripts discovered in the 
Moug Mountain, in the Hairabad district of 
the Soviet Republic of Tadzhik. 

Academician I. U. Krachkovsky, of the 
Soviet Academy, gives this account of the 
finds and the vanished empire:—More than 
1,200 years ago a powerful State—‘‘Sogdiana’”’ 
—existed in Central Asia in the Zeravshana 
Valley. The Sogdians held in their possession 
the caravan routes from Europe to Asia, and 
they first: introduced Chinese silk to Europe. 
This silk was the basic article of their trade. 

The State of Sogdiana was annihilated by 
the Arabians. i 

The manuscripts discovered in the Moug 
Mountain supply valuable new information 
about this ancient people. The inscriptions 
are made in Chinese ink on paper, leather, 
and on clean, round sticks. One of the manu- 
scripts is written in Arabic—the first docu- 
ment in Arabic which has ever been dis- 
covered in Central Asia. It is a letter 
written in 719 a.p. by the Sogdian Prince, 
Divasti, to the Arabian Vice-Regent, Al-Jar: 
and is on a piece of leather about 7 by 1 
inches in size. The letter contains 16 lines. 

It is believed that the palace, in the ruins 
of which the manuscripts have been dis- 
covered, is the exact spot where Divasti was 
‘captured, together with his documents of 
State. It is known that a hard battle was 
fought between Arabs and Sogdians in the 
village now called Kum, not far from ‘his 
place.

Five years ago Canada’s forestry authorities 
came to the conclusion that it was time the 
Dominior counted her trees. Each of the 
provinces accordingly undertook a survey in 
its own area, coal now the first fruits of 
the Dominion’s gigantic labours have been 
published. 

Entitled, “ The Forests of Manitoba,’’ it 
deals with only that one province, and 
comprises eighty pages, illustrated. by many 
maps, charts and tables.

THE 24-HOUR TIME 
TABLE.

HOW IT HAS BEEN

The 24-hour Time Table, by which the 
British Broadcasting Corporation will regulate 
its future announcements, Is the 
Standard ’’-Time, writes a corre- 
spondent. It is, internationally, a subject 
even more important than national “* Daylight 
Saving, or the better named ‘‘ Summer 
Time.” 

The 24-hour Time Table was originated by 
the late Sir Sandford Fleming. He was 
knighted in 1886 for that achievement, which 
has benefited all nations. 

Before that year, each nation used the 
sun-noon time recorded in its capital. Each 
American railway used its own regional time, 
Phere were six different times used by rail- 
ways running into New York and seven 
different railway times*in Chicago, as railwavs 
were then in short lengths. Each citv had its 
own time to co-ordinate railway times. 

But when Sir Sandford. Fleming, the great 
Canadian railway engineer, built the 3,500 
miles of the Inter-Colomial and Canadian 
Pacific Railways across Canada, local times 
could not be used, because long distance 
trains had to run East and West—against or 
with the East to West transit of the Sun. Sir 
Sandford designed the practical system by 
which he devided the 360 degrees around the 
Earth s Equator, by the 24 hours per day, to 
derive the quotient of 15 
per hour, to regulate railway, shipping 
and national time. That he put into con- 
venient effect by moving the hands of clocks 
and watches one hour forward for each 15 
degrees travelled eastwards, and by moving 
the hands of timepieces one hour backwards 
for each 15 dégrees traversed westwards. 

Because 72 ver cent. of shipping through- 
out the world was using Greenwich 12 
noon as the their chrono 
meters he centred the 24-hour svstem on the 
Greenwich Meridian noon. That had the fur 
ther advantage of locating the world’s zero 
meridian hour for each-international day to 
begin down the centre of the Pacific Ocean 
where the least number of people was 
effected by the establishment of the ‘‘ Inter 
national Date Line.”’ 

After seven vears of fruitless efforts to in- 
duce the British Government to call an in- 
ternational conference to decide that 24-hour 
system for the benefit of all humanity Sir 
Sandford Fleming appealed to the American 
Government, who assembled the International 
Conference at Washington, D.C.. in 1884. 

British delegates were sent to Washington, 
und at the Conference agreed to establish the 
world-wide international system of 24 hours. 
That is the practical basis of the 24-hour 
time-tables now used by the great railway 
companies and by many national authorities 
in Europe, the United States, Canada, South 
American nations. Japan and other nations. 

The experience derived by nations which 
have so long used 24-hour clocks and time- 
tables proves the practical advantages which 
they have thereby gained—eliminating the 
contusion and errors that resulted from the 
more antiquated system.

In the Spanish Parliament if the 
Constitution were changed the House was 
automatically dissolved. The present amend- 
ment provided a safeguard to ensure that the 
Constitution would be more difficult to shake 
than the ordinary law of the country. 


PRESIDENT’S PROMISE. 

Mr. DE VALERA, replying, said that 
fundamentally he agreed with some remarks 
made by the leader of the Opposition. 
Normally a Constitution ought to have some- 
thing Ma more stable character; something 
more difficult to change than an ordinary Act 
of Parliament. But. very wisely, in his 
opinion, the late Government adopted a 
different attitude towards this Constitution. 
They understood the circumstances in which that 
Constitution was enacted, and took into account 
the fact that it did not represent in any 
way what might be regarded as the free 
opinion of the people of the country, and 
decided not to interpose any unnecessary 
barriers to its alterations. A few years ago 
the period in which the Constitution might 
be altered was extended. There were still 
three or four years to run, and until stable 
conditions fundamentally were got, it would 
be very unwise to have a Constitution that 
would be difficult to alter. He did not 
think that the time had arrived when it was 
time to interpose any barriers to prevent 
Parliament changing the Constitution as it 
would any ordinary Act. 

“The method by which we are proceeding 
here, changing the Constitution as we think 
it possible and experience dictates, is wise, ’ 
Mr. De Valera declared, “ is fundamentally a 
good method.” If there was to be a check 
he would not be satisfied with the suppesed 
check of a second chamber. If there was 
one question more than another that ought 
to be put directly to the people. not by way 
of a general election-that method was un 
satisfactory, because there would be more 
than one question at issue in a general 
election—then the ideal check was by way of 
referendum,

A SUGGESTION.

THE REAL ISSUE. 

Mr. COSGRAVE (U.L, Cork City) said 
that the constitutional law was not the 
property of parties; it was the possession 
of the people of the country. The mere 
delegation of authority from the people to 
their representatives was not an authority 
to enter into their liberties. The refusal to 
accept the amendment was a refusal to 
recognise or confirm the rights and liberties 
of the people. All the talk and play-acting 
about a referendum and a general election 
was simply trying to divert the people’s mind 
from the issue. The President could argue 
about which method the people would be 
given, but in practice he did not want to 
give them either. The removal of the Senate 
out of the Constitution was not merely what 
the Minister had expressed it was: it was 
much more. Right down through the whole 
of the Constitution there was a contract with 
the peopie, and the Senate was one of their 
safeguards. The real issue was whether oi 
not some of the rnghts and privileges of the 
people should be taken from them. The 
amendment was designed to secure that seme 
security should be left to the people. 

Article 7 of the Constitution, he went on, 
made the dwellings of the people inviolable,

The Town and Regional Planning Bill 
has passed through virtually all its stages 
in both Houses of the Oireachtas without 
serious change. It is a good bill, and could 
be made perfect, even at this late hour. The 
measure’s sole flaw lies in the fact that it 
supplies no stimulus to the local authori- 
ties, who will constitute the ‘‘ planning 
authorities,’’ to get to work on planning 
schemes. We do not suggest for a moment 
that: the various local authorities are 
opposed to the improvement of their areas, 
but some of the men who sit on town, 
borough and county councils are property- 
owners, whose rights may be affected by 
the necessities of a planning scheme, and 
such men will be only human if they are 
slow to move. At present there is nothing 
in the bill to force a planning authority to 
put its scheme on paper; and this want, we 
believe, ought to be supplied by its 
promoters before the bill is sent to the 
Governor-General. With this improve- 
ment, the measure would compare favour- 
ably with any similar measure brought 
forward under any Government. Its work- 
ing, of course, will depend entirely on the 
good sense of the planning authorities and 
on the firmness of the Minister for Local 
Government. If the planning authorities 
condescend to leave the framing of their 
all will be well. 
Alternatively, if the Minister will use his 


schemes to experts, 
powers of Veto upon any scheme that 
obviously is a mere makeshift, and supply 
a better scheme in its stead, no harm 
except delay can result. 

It is important that the work of plan- 
ning should begin with the utmost possible 
speed.

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We print to-day a report from our 
Special Correspondent, who has been in 
the South of Ireland investigating the 
situation in regard to the slaughter of 
calves. All sorts of wild stories have been 
spread since Dr. Ryan’s plan of a 
ten shilling bounty for calf skins came 
into force. There undoubtedly has been a 
great deal of exaggeration; but our 
representative's inquiries have revealed a 
condition of affairs which suggests that 
the charges of wholesale and _ indis- 
criminate slaughter are not altogether 
without foundation. Slaughter is re- 
ported on an extensive scale from 
Mid-Cork, Limerick and North Kerry. 
One firm in Cork, which deals in hides and 
skins, has received an average of 1,000 
calf skins a day for eight days, and since 
Dr. Ryan's scheme came into operation 
20,000 skins have reached Cork.” Mid- 
Cork always specialised in veal; but in 
pre-bounty days, it seems, only those calves 
were killed which were not suitable for 
raising as stores, 
crimination, 


Now there is no dis- 
Heifer calves of the best 
quality are being slaughtered in large 
numbers, and there is such a surfeit of 
veal that the problem of its disposal is 
the 
At the beginning the people of 
the district revelled in cheap veal; but 
they quickly tired ot it. Then they were 
supplied freeof charge, and when even this 
expedient proved to be useless the carcases 
were offered to the local kennels. Veal, 
apparently, is not a suitable diet for 
hounds, so, as a last resort, the carcases 
were sent to factories for conversion into 
meat meal.

In an interview with our 
representative, Dr. O’Connor, of Macroom, 
declared that outside the walls of the hos- 
pital, in a place known as the Glen, there 
is a trench in which thousands of carcases 
have been buried. Normally, about 100 
calves were slaughtered every week in the 
Macroom area; but now this number has 
risen to 1,500, and some four thousand 
animals have been slaughtered there since 
the bounty cam: into being. Our repre- 
sentative learnt that, in order to get rid 
of the carcases with the least possible 
trouble, certain farmers, who had bought 
calves in a Southern town, killed them 
near the roadside, and packed the carcases, 
still bleeding, into a lorry for transport 
to their destination. He also was in- 
formed that in a village in Mid-Cork 
twenty calves had been skinned before they 
had been bled properly. When one makes 
all due allowances for over-statement, 
there seems to be little doubt that the 
condition of affairs in calf 
It is 
the Government’s clear duty to conduct a 
strict inquiry into all the circumstances, 
and we suggest that if Dr. Ryan would 
suspend the operaton of bounty 
scheme, pending such an inquiry, the 
minds of many who have grave misgivings 
on the matter would be set at rest.

Artemus Ward. 


How many of the present generation 
remember Artemus Ward, who was born 
exactly a hundred years ago yesterday, 
and died in England of consumption 
at the early age of- thirty-three? Not 
many, perhaps; for the fame of the pro- 
fessional humorist seldom extends beyond 
his own lifetime, and Ward is not to be 
compared with such princes of fun as 
W. 8S. Gilbert or his own great com- 
patriot, Mark Twain. Yet some of us. 
recollecting the date of his birth, will 
think kindly of this outrageous American, 
whose mis-spelt chronicles of life among 
the Mormons and the ‘‘ Shakers ” gave us 
so much amusement. Charles Farrar 
Browne was his real name, but it was 
under another that he set. out with his 
caravan of “livin wild beasts of pray. 
ekalled by few and exceld by none,” and 
it is by the other name that we prefer to 
think of him. The best American humour 
combines crudity and fantasy in a way 
that appeals to any but the most hardened 
Kuropean (as witness Mr. Stephen Leacock 
and Messrs. and Hardy), 
Ward, for all his crudity, real 
humorist. Who can maintain a straight 
face when he describes his celebrated fight 
with the soldier, or laments the occasion 
when all the waxworks in his travelling 
show melted in the heat? Even the 
Mormons treated him hospitably, although 
he had set down a scandalous and quite 
imaginary interview with Brigham Young, 
and had described the community as a 
‘‘theavin and onprincipled set of retchis.”’ 
If he had lived longer, his too-exuberant 
sense of the comic might have been 
tempered by time; for the fun of spelling 
words incorrectly is not, after all, a very 
high form of humour. Still, we can say 
that he made people laugh heartily, and 
there have been many worse epitaphs.

Fresh Air. 


The town child labours under many dis- 
advantages that. do not affect his country 
cousin, and.not the least of these is the air 
he breathes. In particular, the children of 
our slums are affected by the lack of fresh 
air ; for they live in crowded tenements and 
narrow or insanitary streets, their play- 
grounds are the dusty pavements, and, 
through want of money, they can seldom 
escape to the countryside for more than a 
few hours. If we wish future generations 
of Dublin citizens to attain any reasonable 
standard of physique and health, it is 
essential that some means shall be found to 
counteract their present surroundings, and 
the need for fresh air is already recognised. 
The Women’s National Health Association, 
which held its annual meeting yesterday, 
has done very valuable work.in supplying 
this need, and we are glad to see that it 
is gaining increased support. Every year 
this Society, with the help of many private 
and public benefactors, sends a number of 
poor children away to the country for a 
fortnight’s holiday, sometimes for a longer 
period, Last summer the number was in 
excess of any previous year; but, although 
the fresh air movement is extending its 
activities in Dublin, it still is unable to 
cope with the demands madé upon it. 
Children are recommended for the holiday 
by hospitals, dispensaries and other 
organisations in the city, but many must 
be disappointed for lack of means to cater 
for them. As Lady Aberdeen pointed out, 
the value of these fortnights of fresh air is 
inestimable, and all who have the welfare 
of Irish children at heart will see to it 
that the numbers which enjoy them will 
be greater than ever this summer,

THE IRISH RAILWAYS. 


CONFERENCE IN DUBLIN 
TO-DAY. 


From Our INDUSTRIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


Negotiations between the Associated 
Irish Railway Companies and the three 
railway Unions will be continued at the 
Railway Clearing House, Dublin, to-day. 

According to information published in 
the Railway Review, and indications given 
by other sources, the railway companies 
have repeated the application originally 
made on the 25th August, 1932, for a re- 
duction in the then basic rates of wages, 
equivalent to 15 per cent. in the case of 
most grades. 

Upon that occasion no agreement was 
reached between the members of the nego- 
tiating committee, and the question was 
referred to the Irish Railway Wages 
Board. The Board met on the 25th 
November, 1932, and awarded the com- 
panies 10 per cent. of the 15 per cent. 
asked for. This meant a full 10 per cent. 
reduction in the salaries of the 


52 per cent. in the wages of the members 
of the conciliation grades, who at that 
time were under the 4% per cent. deduction 
from wages scheme. The clerks suffered 
a reduction of about 74 per cent. under 
the award. 

The award was rejected by the unions, 
and strike action was taken in the early 
months of the following year. 

On the 6th April, 1933, the existing ar- 
rangement between the unions and the 
companies was made. Under this the 
clerks accepted the award, and the other 
grades submitted to a 74 per cent. ''eut ” 
and the loss of holiday payments for the 
year, 

It was agreed that the whole question 
would be reviewed this year, and this re- 
view 18 at present in progress. 

It is considered likely that the question 
will go once more to the Irish Railway 
Wages Board. 

It should be understood that the com- 
panies’ application is not for an additional! 
15 per cent. “cat” in wages, but for 
7% per cent. in the case of the concilia- 
tion grades and 5 per cent. in the case 
of the clerks, in addition to the “cuts ”’ 
which exist at present, making 15 per 
cent. in all upon the wages which were 
in operation in 1931. .

FREE STATE TO LIMIT 
EXPORTS.

Sir Robert Gower (Conservative), in the 
House of Commons yesterday, asked 
whether the Minister of Agriculture would 
state to which foreign Governments he sent 
his request that they should limit their 
export oí eggs to the United Kingdom 
market as from March 15th; if replies 
had been received from any such Govern- 
ments, or from the Government of the 
Irish Free State respectively, to such re- 
quest, and to what effect ; and if there had 
been any reduction in imports as from 
March 15th, and to what extent? 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore (First Commissioner 
of Works), who replied in Mr. Elliot’s 
absence, said—An invitation to limit their 
export of eggs to the United Kingdom 
market from March 15th to September 14th 
next has been extended to all foreign 
countries who have interests in 
the United Kingdom egg market. 
Assurances of co-operation have been 
received from Denmark. Finland, 
Norway, Hungary, and Japan, and 
a similar assurance has been received from 
the Irish Free State. Further representa- 
tions are being made to those countries 
that have not yet agreed. The imports to 
all the egg suppliers of the United King- 
dom have been appreciably less since March 
15th than in the corresponding period last 
year. The total imports from all sources 
were about 929,000 great hundred for the 
four weeks to April 9th, as compared with 
1,411,600 in the same weeks in 1933, a 
decrease of over 34 per cent.

The Dardanelles. 


Turkey is anxious to secure a revi 
the Straits Convention - conclude 
Lausanne in 1923, under which sh: 
prohibited from maintaining any gun 
fortifications or important military fore 
in a territorial zone adjoining the 
Dardanelles and the Bosphorus. The 
Turkish claim for  fortifying the 
Dardanelles is based on the need for 
maintaining neutrality in the event of a 
war between other Powers. It is possible 
that the Balkan pact recently concluded, 
of which Turkey is a member, may support 
the plan, but the big Powers are not likely 
to look upon it with favour. 


Germans in Uniform. 


Love of uniform and display generally 
has been revived in Germany to a remark 
able degree, and the Association of Mining 
Interests now proposes to revive the 
ancient miners’ uniform, together with the 
badges of rank granted by the King of 
Prussia in 1850. This means that all the 
mining assessors and teachers in the public 
technical schools of mining will wear a 
gilt and silver sword belt, in the black and 
white Prussian colours, with an eagle and 
golden crown. Germany now has uniforms 
for every occasion. The Nazis wear licht 
brown, the latest Storm Troop uniform is 
green, the Labour Service grey, the Air 
Guard blue grey with lilac lapels, while 
the Hitler Youth have brown trousers. and 
the Nazi women brown skirts. All these 
uniforms are adorned with gold braid, fine 
tassels, stripes and stars; only the German 
labourers lack uniform, and it is for this 
reason that the miners wish to revive their 
old regalia, 


New Broadcasting Station. 


The King, it is hoped, will open 
Britain's greatest broadcasting station, 
which is now nearing completion at Wych- 
bold, near Droitwich. This new station 
will be one of the wonders of the radio 
world, as all the technical experience of 
eleven years’ broadcasting and the work of 
Signor Marconi’s research department have 
been put into it. It is hoped that the 
work will be completed in time for the 
B.B.C. to display it to the foreign dele-

At least 4,000 calves 
have been slaughtered in this district since 
the bounty came into force. In the old 
days the calves now being slaughtered 
would have been fed for a few months, 
when they could be sold at a good price, 
while only bad bull calves and white calves 
were killed at once. 


EFFECT OF THE BOUNTY. 


Macroom always was a centre for the 
veal trade. In past seasons an average of 
100 calves was .killed each week and 
marketed in Cork. This year trade was 
normal up to the time .the bounty was 
announced. When it became obvious that 
money could be made out of it, several 
people, new to the business, began to 
slaughter calves. and from mid-March to 
mid-April killings averaged from 800 to 
1,500 per week. 

As it was impossible to find a market 
for a thousand carcases at Cork. some oi 
the veal was given away free until people 
got tired of it; some was supplied “to 
kennels which, however, refused to take 
any more, as it is not quite a suitabie 
food for dogs; while some was sent to 4 
factory for conversion into meat meal. 


KILLINGS CONFIRMED. 


From a tangle of contradictory state- 
ments made by various people to-day, | 
obtained confirmation of the statement, 
already published, that, in order to 
facilitate transport, some calves bought 
in an outlying town were slaughtered some 
distance from the roadside and their 
carcases, still bleeding, packed into the 
lorry in which they were brought to their 
destination. 

To-day I was informed that in one mid- 
Cork village over twenty calves were 
skinned before they were completely 
bled. i 

In some cases where calves were 
brought in to be slaughtered, farmers got 
the carcases to take back with them. 


ON THE CONTRARY. 


A few people whom I met declared that 
the killing of calves is not more general 
than last year, and that it is largely con- 
fined to second and third-rate animals. 
chiefly bulls. Bull calves, it was pointed 
out, leave the district regularly becausc 
the milk of their dams is required for 
feeding pigs. Last year calves were bought 
for El i and also for slaughter for 
export, but this year they have been bought 
for killing only, and so represent a distinct 
loss to the agricultural community. Heifer 
calves, I was told, are being retained, and 
bull calves, especially those of poor quality, 
killed. 

Except in one or two areas, calf-rearing 
is not generally practised where calves are 
being purchased for rearing outside, such 
as Mid-Cork and North Kerry. A large 
proportion of veal carcases have been used 
for human consumption, but as there has 
been a surplus some had to be boiled down 
for pig feeding, and some had to be dumped 
by dealers who had no selling organisation 


to get rid of them.

HOSPITALS’ TRUST’S

in honour of Colonel J. C. Fitzmaurice, 
who is to fly from London to Melbourne on 
a flight arranged in connection with the 
Hospitals’ Trust, and in connection with 
the Melbourne Centenary celebrations.

A SECRET OUT. 
**T am letting you into a little secret 
when [| tell you that more than a year 


ago my organisation (Hospitals’ Trust, 
Ltd.) approved of a scheme for an inter- 


| national air race to be sponsored by our- 


selves, in which the prize was to be iden- 
tical with that mentioned in this race— 
namely, ten thousand pounds, with cer- 
tain subsidiary prizes. While the scheme 
was approved, the details, being largely of 
a technical nature, had to be very care- 
fully overhauled, and many authorities 
had to be consulted before I considered 
itt would be in proper shape to place 
before the public. ‘Then, suddenly, this 
project of the London-to-Melbourne air 
race appeared. I could see, apart from 


other considerations, that the two schemes 


might clash, and this would be hurtful to 
both of them, and I thereupon decided 
that the sporting thing to do would be to 
lay aside our own scheme and enter a 
machine in the MacRobertson race. 
‘Colonel Fitzmaurice, who is an old 
friend of mine, was in touch with me 
about the matter, and, while there are, I 
am glad to say, many Irishmen with ex- 
céllent records in aviation, I could think 
of none better than he to fly this ’plane. 


IRELAND’S CLAIMS. 


“Apart from my interest in the race 
as a sporting event, I also felt that it was 
time that we in Ireland did something to 
put Ireland on the nation map of. the 
world. For aviation purposes it is the 
natural gateway between the Old and New 
Worlds. Unfortunately, we are ver 
much behind the times, indeed, in aerial 
development, but I considered that that 
was not a reason why ‘the old country ’ 
should be left out of a great international 
event like this. and I was confident that, 
with a pilot like Fitzmaurice, she had a 
good sporting chance of success. 

“ Unfortunately, we haveenot yet got 


to the stage in Ireland where we build 


our own aeroplanes or engines. The tech- 
nical side of these things is, I confess, 
beyond me, and I have heard many con- 
flicting claims put forward as to the 
merits of machines and engines—claims 
which I am quite unable to judge. How- 
ever, I have every confidence in leaving 
the selection to Fitzmaurice. Where, or 
how, he shall select his machine 1s a 
matter tor himself. What he decides I 
will stand by, as I know that in coming 
to his decision he will be animated by 
the one motive alone—that is, to select 
the “plane that he thinks will give him | 
the best chance of winning. 


ALL OUT TO WIN. 


“In conclusion, -I desire to say this: We 
are out to win that race if possible for the 
honour of Ireland, and for the purpose of 
developing interest in Ireland as an 
aviation centre. The prize of ten thousand 
pounds, while, of course, an excedingly 
valuable one, and one that reflects very 
great credit on the generosity of its donor, 
Sir McPherson MacRobertson, is, to my 
mind, quite a secondary matter if we win 
that race. Therefore, I make this promise, 
should Colonel Fitzmaurice select an all- 
British machine, and win the race with it, 
we will given the £10,000 prize money: to 
British hospital charities. -Should he, on 
the other hand, decide that the machine 
of some other country is more suitable for 
this. purpose, and with that machine win 
the race, we will give £5,000 of the prize 
money to the charities of the country 
manufacturing that machine, and the other 
£5,000 to British charities. 

“ Hoping you and your guests will have 
a very pleasant time and joining with you 
all in wishing Colonel Fitzmaurice the 
best of luck.

é Sam possibility either of an increase in 

the present price of creamery butter 
to the consumer or the imposition of a 
levy on farmers’ butter appears to be 
likely as a result of a meeting of the Con- 
sultative Council, held yesterday in 
Dublin. 

The following official report of the meet- 
ing was issued last evening :— 

‘“A meeting of members of the Con- 
sultative Council under the Dairy Produce 
Acts and other representatives of the 
dairying industry, which was summoned 
by the Minister for Agricuiture to discuss 
the position in regard to creamery butter 
production and prices for the present 
season, was held in the Examination Hall, 
Ely place, Dublin. 

“In the unavoidable absence of the 
Minister, the chair was taken by the 
Secretary of the Department, Mr, D. 
Twomey. 

“The principal subject discussed was 
the net prices returned to creameries from 
butter exported and sales in the home 
market. The opinion was expressed that, 
in view of the present low prices for other 
agricultural products, which hitherto were 
of considerable benefit to the dairy farmer, 
the net price obtained by creameries, alter 
payment of levy under the Dairy Produce 
Price Stabilisation Act, should be higher 
than last season. 

“It was urged that, in the general 
interests of dairying, a levy should be 
collected on the farm butter acquired by 
shopkeepers, the proceeds to be utilised to 
raise the export value and the genera! 
average prices of such butter.

Opinion appears to be divided as to 
the desirability of such a change. For one 
thing it might have the effect of divert- 
ing users of creamery butter to farmers’ 
butter. The advocates of the 
price do not see the matter in this light. 
They hold that consumers of creamery 
butter would not take kindly to the 
farmers’ product. On the other hand, it is 
known that many consumers prefer the 
latter for its distinctive quality. 

The alternative of a levy on farmers’ 
butter is a difficult proposition. The 
Minister already has the power to impose 
a levy on farmers’ butter under the Dairy 
Produce (Price Stabilisation) Act, 
has not hitherto used it owing, no doubt, 
to the difficulty of carrying it ont. It 
would, for instance, involve a system of 
registration, not only of farmer producers, 
but also of shopkeepers who retail such 
butter. ''he means of evasion are nume- 
rous, and would be difficult, if not alto- 
yether impossible, to check.

PROVISIONS OF

BELFAST, Thursday. 


OVING the second reading of the 
M Motor Vehicles and Road Traffic Bill 
! in the Northern Parliament to-day, 
the Minister for Home Affairs (Sir Dawson 
Bates) said that in 1926 the Northein Gov- 
ernment were pioneers in introducing legis- 
lation in ths respeet which had served as a 
model for legislation in botl Great Britain 
and the Irish Free State. The present bill 
was directed to the problem of public safety 
upon the roads, and at a later stage a bill 
would be introduced to deal with the whole 
problem of uansport, including -rail trans- 
port. 

Dealing with the necessity for the present 
Lill, he pointed out that duriag 1933 there 
were no less than 1,633 accidents reported. 
iu Which 141 persons were killed, and 
1.757 people injured. This was an appalling 
total for a small population. 


THE ROAD ‘* HOG,” 


The two cases of 
contributed mainly to 
the road were the road hog and the 
individual who had not, and never 
would have, road sense. Both types could 
go through any driving tests and come out 
with flying colours. The only course to 
take was to. put them off the road by pro- 
cess of law and at the earliest possible 
moment, and he hoped the present bill wonld 
have that desirable result. 

They proposed that the Courts would have 
power to impose imprisonment on the first 
conviction for the offence of drunkenness in 
charge of a motor car. Licences would be 
suspended for reckless driving and drunken- 
ness in charge of a motor car. for a minimum 
period of six months in future, instead of 
and the Courts would not have 
authority to remove any suspension until a 
period of twelve months had expired. The 
drunken driver of a horse-drawn vehicle, or 
pedal cycle, also was a menace to road users, 
and in future such people would be subject 
to a fine not exceeding £5 for a first’ offence, 
and not exceeding £10 for a second offence 
or subsequent offence. 

They proposed to limit the hours of drivers 
of ‘motor vehicles, so that they would not 
become a danger to themselves and others. 
Ow this point, he, would consult all the 
interests involved. 

A further clause deals with offenders from 
outside the United Kingdom who misuse the 
roads. The police are given power to arrest 
and detain such motorists until a summons 
has been served. and until he enters into a 
recognisance with sureties or other security 
hinding him to appear on the hearing of 
the summons. |

‘BELFAST SPEAKERS. 
. HECKLED

A noisy Fascist open air meeting was held 
in Belfast last night. At Library street 
about a dozen Ulster Fascists, associated 
with the British Fascist Orgatisation of Sir 
Oswald Mosley, assembled, and, as the meet- 
ing had been advertised, a large rumber of 
Communists and sympathisers of a Workers’ 
Renublic gathered. 

Captain Armstrong, one of the local Fascist 
leaders, was persistently interrupted. _ 

One heckler asked “ What about Russia? '' 
and he retorted, ‘‘Why don’t you go to 
Russia’?’’ Several of the audience shouted : 
“Will vou pay our fare?’’ and the speaker 
retorted : ‘‘ Your fare will be paid all right.” 

He added that they were absolutely the 

same brand of Fascists. as those who acknow- 
ledged Sir Oswald. Moseley as leader, and 
before the audience was very much older the 
latter would. be in power at Westminster. 
(Cries of ' Never.) 
‘The next speaker was Mr. Job Stott, who 
was also constantly interrupted by hecklers 
and the din of Communists Selling their 
publications to the audience. He said they 
were not anti-Jéwish, but the type of Jew 
who would be put down if they got into 
power was the interhational Jewish financier 
who financed the Ulster Communists. : 

This was greeted by howls, and a Jewish 
student, interrupting, said that the speaker 
could not name one international dewish 
financier in Ulster, 

Proceeding, Mr. Stott attacked the Labour 
Party and members of the Northern Gevern- 
ment, and contrasted their efforts with those 
of Mussolini, 

A Voice—What about a Workers’ Republic 
for the thirty-two counties? 

The speaker attempted to reply to this, 
but evidantly his reply did not please his 
audience, ‘which, responded with jeers and 
cat-calls. : 

Eventually the ctowd sang “The Red 
Flag,’ and the Fascists responded with the 
Fascist salute and “ God Save the King.” 
They weve shouted down, and, gathering up 
their -platform, departed, one of the more 
vociferous hecklers shouting,. ' Go ' home 
and wash your shirts.”

LOTTERIES. 


BILL DEBATED IN 
LORDS. 


MEASURES AGAINST 


- IRISH “SWEEP.” 


From Ovr PARLIAMENTARX CORRESPONDENT. 


WESTMINSTER, -Thursday. 


TS Public Ballers of the House of Lords 


was crowded when the Marquess of 
Londonderry rose to-day to move the 


second reading of the Government's Betting 


and Lotteries Bill. . 

No Government, he said, could put a stop 
te gambling, ‘and no Government would be 
foolish enough to make an attempt to do ao, 
But the regulation of gambling, the control 
of gambling by legisation as clear and definite 
as it could be, was a responsibility which 
no Government, and, least of all, a national 
Government, had the right to evade. Lord 
Londonderry gave a brief review of legislation 
ir. regard to games and lotteries, and pointed 
out that within recent years new factors had 
arisen which had brought about serious mis- 
chief, and which seemed to call for urgent 
remedies. The Government, he said, had 
decided to confine the scope of the present 
bill to the more urgent problems which de- 
manded immediate attention—the reculation 
of betting on the course, including the ques- 
tion of the legislation of the totalisators on 
greyhound tracks, and lotteries and certain 
competitions of mixed skill and chance. 


RESTRICTION OF BETTING 
DAYS. 


On-the-course betting at horse races did not 
call for active interference by the Legislature. 
The Government, however, were satisfied that 
the provision of facilities for continuous bet- 
ting on grevhound racifg tracks was having 
undesirable social effects. The restriction of 
betting days to one hundred and four in the 
year related only to the days upon which 
betting facilities might be offered to the 
public. , The licensing authorities would be 
given complete discretion as to the distribu 
tion of betting days throughout the year. 

Betting facilities at «licensed track migh 
be provided by bookmakers, and in the case 
of a grevhound racing track licensed under 
the bill, .a totalisator might also be operated, 
subject to a system of controls. Perhaps, the 
most important feature of the scheme was 
that the operators of a totalisator should be 
allowed to retain not’ more than three per 
cent. of the amoun‘s staked with the 
totalisator. After careful consideration, the 
Government had decided that, on the whole, 
it would be preferable to take pari mutuel 
hetting off the course out of the bill al- 
together. Accordingly, they proposed to 
move amendments in the Committee stage 
which would allow the continuance of office 
pari-mutuel betting in the forms on which 
if now was lawfully conducted in connec- 
tion with such sports as. horse racing and 
football matches. 


LOTTERIES. 


Turning fo the sections of the bill which 


| deal with lotteries, Lord Londonderry said : 


A new situation has arisen from the sale 
in this country of tickets in lotteries pro- 
moted abroad, notably the Irish Hospitals’ 
Trust Sweepstakes. Ever since the introduc- 
tion of the [Irish sweepstakes, there has been 
an agitation in this country for the legalisa- 
tion of large lotteries for charitable and other 
objects, but so far Parliament. has definitely 
set its face against any relaxation of the 
existing law, and has maintained the pro- 
hibition of all forms of lotteries, whether 
promoted for charitable or other objects. 
If the promotion of large lotteries in this 
country is to be prohibited the prohibition of 
the sale of foreign lottery tickets is a neces- 
sary corollary. The. Government are in 
general agreement with the measures pro- 
posed by the Royal Commission. Clause 19 
of the bill accordingly maintains and 
enacts the general prohibition of lotteries 
other than certain small schemes, which are 
dealt with later in the bill. It will continue 
to be an, offence to print, publish,.or sell or 
distribute or advertise for sale any tickets or 
chances in a lottery. But this clause con- 
tains important n@w provisions strengthening 
the law for the purpose of dealing more effec- 
tively with foreign sweepstakes, It pro- 
hibits absolutely the publication of matter 
descriptive of the drawing or intended draw- 
ing of any lottery or any list—whether com- 
plete or not—of prize-winners’ or winning 


re- 


certain types of prize competition oí mixed 
chance or skill promoted by newspapers or 
trading firms. 


REJECTION MOVED. 


Lord Bertie of Thame moved the rejection 
of the bill. The measure, he said, was not 
totally bad, but it was piécémeal legislation, 
and it did not deal with gambling on a 
rational basis. There was no hutry for deal- 
ing with this matter, and, further, there was 
no mandate for the bill. It was purely class 
legislation, and interfered with the poor man s 
amusements. 


Lord Sanderson, speaking for the Labour | 


front bench, said that one could not stop bet- 
ting under the present system, which, on its 
economic side, was based mainly on a 
scramble: for wealth among all classes. 
The present bill haill many good 
points, hut it was neither a good bill nor 
a good compromise.

Government had shown considerable courage 
in dealing with a very important social desire 
to do what was fair. The sweepstakes in 
[reland, he said, were nothing but lotteries, 
That was an unhealthy and dangerous thing 
for racing, though it would be an undesirable 
thing for him to indicate the exact nature 
of the temptations which might be put before 
owners, trainers, and jockeys. If they muat 
have thése big «eweepstakes in Ireland, he 
wished they would run them on their owp 
races, and not on ours. {Hear, hear.) 

The Bishop of Manchester. asserted that 
dog-racing tracks exercised a demoralising in- 
fluence, ana he regretted that the Govern- 
ment were proposing to legalise the totalisator 
on such 'tracks. Its use increased betting 
among women. 

The Duke of Sutherland maintaindd that a 
national sweepstake, properly licensed and 
controlled, would be of immense Lenefit to tha 
people of the country, both in providing for 
medical research and in helping Le natioval 
exchequer. 

The Duke of Atholl thought that the most 
important part of the bill was that which pro- 
posed to put a stop to the scandal of foreign 
and outside sweepstakes and lotteries. He 
congratulated the Government on at last hav. 
ing tackled.the question effectively, and if 
anything he had done and said had contri- 
huted to that result he had no regrets at any 
pecan! misfortune which might have befallen 
im. 

The debate was adjourned till Tuesday nest.

OBITUARY. 


DR. GEORGE MAHOOD FOY, 


Dr. George M. Foy, of 7 Cavendish row, 
Dublin, whose death has just been announced, 
was descended from a Huguenot family, 

In 1725 a Foy is said to have accompanied 
Lord Justice Coote into County Cavan and 
to have founded Cootehill. From this Foy 
the late doctor claimed descent. 

Dr. Fov was born at Cootehill on December 
22nd,. 1847. He received his professional! 
training at Queen’s College, Belfast, and at 
the Roval College of Surgeons. In 1873 he 
obtaimed the licence of the. Apothecaries, Hall, 
Dublin, and in the fellowing year. beeamesa 
licentiate o” the College of Sutgeons, of 
which he was later elected a Fellow. 

For some time Dr. Foy lectured on 
medical jurisprudence and anatomy at the 
Carnuchael ‘School. He was made M.D., 
honoris Cau84, of University College, 
Virginia. He was a linguist and a voluminous. 
writer. He wrote for medical journals, and 
published a brochure on pharmacy. Dr, Foy's 
medical papers were considered of such value 
that they have been translated into eight 
European languages.

Rayon Output Nears Record. 


Production of ravon varn and wasté in the 
United Kingdom during March amounted to 
6.420,0001b., according to the current issue of 
The Board of Trade Journal. This com- 
pares very favourably with the figure of 
7,500,000lb. for February, after taking into 
account the smaller number of days in that 
month, while it is only a little below the high 
January total. Total production for the first 
quarter of this year amounts to 24,180,000Ib.. 
compared with 18,000,000lb. for the cor- 
responding period of last year. It -will be 
recalled that Mr. Courtauld referred to the 
large rise in world production in his speech 
to the shareholders at the annual meeting last 
month, and that about two months ago the 
company announced a 30 per cent. increase 
in its rate of production. The highest monthly 
output was recorded in November last, when 
the figure of 8,550,000lb. was reached.
